COURT OF REVISION 

Street and Lane Lighting, on the initiative. 
Schedule No. 434. 



The Court received from the Collector of Taxes, Schedule No. 434 
listing a number of local improvement initiative projects at various 
locations. It was noted that projects Nos. 2, 8, 27 and 36 had 
been defeated by petitions received from more than one half of the 
owners, representing more than one half of the total assessed value. 

The Tax Collector requested the Court to adjust the measurements 
of projects Nos. 10, 15, 18, 25 and 38, which the Court has authority 
to do under Section 511 of the City Charter.
